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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 

fails to teach or render obvious a plug-in safety coupling for pressure pipes comprising: 
a coupler box pivotally mounted therein, the coupler box having a first oblong 

hole; 

a blocking member having a diametrical through bore in which a plug can be 
inserted in a depressurized state at an acute to a right angle with respect to the 
conducting position and brought into the conducting position by pivoting the plug; 

a cap-like locking sleeve having a hemispherical front end that is placed over the 
coupler box with the blocking member; 

the hemispherical front end having a second oblong hole which extends 
spherically from the center of the hemispherical front end along a great circle on the 
hemispherical front end; and 

the cap-like locking sleeve being rotatably mounted on the coupler box and 
actuated by a spring so that the second oblong hole extends at an angle with respect to 
a pivoting plane of the blocking member and the plug, and being rotatable against the 
force of the spring into the pivoting plane of the blocking member and the plug. 

Wuthrich (U.S. Pub. No. 2004/02391 1 1 ) was considered most pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Wuthrich discloses the invention as essentially claimed, 
including a cap (9, fig. 1 1) having a hemispherical front end that is placed over the 
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coupler box with the blocking member and is rotatably mounted on the coupler box, 
wherein the hemispherical front end has a second oblong hole (91). However, 
Wuthrich's second oblong hole does not extend spherically from the center of the 
hemispherical front end along a great circle on the hemispherical front end and the cap- 
like cap is not actuated by a spring so that the second oblong hole extends at an angle 
with respect to a pivoting plane of the blocking member and the plug, and being 
rotatable against the force of the spring into the pivoting plane of the blocking member 
and the plug. Wuthrich's cap does not support the structure to incorporate such an 
oblong hole and does note render it an obvious modification. An oblong hole extending 
in a great circle would prevent Wuthrich's cap from completely covering the pipe inlet in 
the caps closed position since it rotates along the pivoting plane and not at an angle. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mikiya (US 6,899,132), Makishima (US 6,422,267), Avnon (US 
4,662,396), Kitagawa (US D52,614), Jacobsson (US 5,050,841), and Dolev (US 
4,905,965) disclose plug-in valves with cap-like sleeves.
